TURKISH ATROCITIES. 


DETAILS OF THE MASSACRE AT 
ERZEROUM. 


Hundreds of Armenians Bayoneted 
by the Savage Soldlery- The 
British Consulate Stoned 
by a Furious Mob. 


By Telegraph to The. Times. 

Lonpbon, July 25.—{By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The News gives the 
following details of the recent riot at 
Erzeroum: On June 20th the soldiers 
were trying to disperse Armenians who 
were holding a meeting in a church. 
The soldiers began a massacre of the 
Armenians and the Turkish populace 
joined in the attack. The shops and 
houses of Armenians were pillaged. 
The sack lasted four hours. 

The British Consulate, at which on 
the same night a féte was being given 
for the benefit of r Armenians, 
was stoned and its gates and windows 
broken. The Consul — members of 
bis family took refuge in the cellars of 
the building and the féte was aban- 
doned. The Armenian mission served 
as a refuge for fifty fugitives. 

Many Armenians, relying on the 
promises of the Turks to escort them 
to places of safety, were murdered in 
the streets. Fifty bodies have been 
found, mostly o rsons who were 
bayoneted. hree hundred and fifty 
persons were wounded and 100 are 

missing. 


GENERAL FOREIGN BUDGET. 


Arnauts Attack a Village— Bloody 
— Eight with Turkish Troops. 

Lonpon, July 25.— [By Cable and 
Associated Press.] A band of Arnauts 
recently made a night attack upon the 
Montenegrin village of Rogmore, sur- 
prising the inhabitants, many of whom 
were wounded. The Arnauts plun- 
dered the villagers and then left. 

Afterward the band was attacked by 
Turkish troops and in the fight which 
ensued over sixty Arnauts were killed 
and many wounded. 

RUSSIA AGAIN THREATENS TURKEY. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 25.—Neli- 
doff, Russian Ambassador to Turkey, 
has presented a note from Russia — 
the Porte, declaring the granti 
Turkey of concessions be 
Bulgaria would humiliate the Sultan, 
The Bulgarian demands, the note says, 
are maneuvers to strengthen the tot- 
tering throne of Prince Ferdinand and 
his illegal rule. Furthermore, the note 
says, Bulgaria is hostile to Russia, and 
that the Porte’s condescension te that 
principality would be an unfriendly 
act to Russia, and might lead to seri- 
ous consequences.

Ciry or Mex ico, July 25.—|By the 
Associated Press.] Yesterday the San 
Salvadorean Gen. Ezota, brother of 
President Ezeta, defeated the Guate- 
malans again at Atezacatempo Chingo, 
in Guatemala, twenty leagues from the 
frontier, obliging the Guatemalans to 
abandon their fortifications at Coco. 
The San Salvadoreans captured an 
immense amount of booty. 


Following a correspondence between 
Guatemalan Generals and San Salva- 
dorean traitors, Gen. Ezeta sent a 
personal challenge to President Bar- 
rillos of Guatemala. 

According to aspecial to EI Universal 
Guatemalan agents are spreading false 
reports of victory. 

Sefior Mariscal, Mexican Secretary 
of State, has addressed a note to Sefior 
Manuel Dieguez, resident Minister of 
Guatemala, saying that Mexico has 
decided to prevent any attempt at a 
forcible union of the five Central 
American republics, but she would be 
pleased to see such union if it could be 
amicably arranged and without coer- 
cion. Mexico will regard any attempt 
on the part of Guatemala to infringe 
the autonomy of any of the latter’s 
V republics as a prima facie casus 


BARILLAS ISSUES A MANIFESTO. 
NEW York, July 25.—The Herald’s 
City of Mexico special says: President 
Barillas of Guatemala has issued a 
manifesto, setting forth that the soi 
disant Governor of Salvador began 
hostilities, and his government felt 
obliged to accept the war. The army 
is being actively organized to sustain 
it with dignity. 

A BLOODY BATTLE. 

A dispatch from Gautemala City 
says the Gautemalan artillery under 
Gen. Sanchez with eight hundred men 
and infantry under Gen. Aguilar, two 
thousand men, * * the San Sal va- 
dor forces July 24 
back into their own térritory with loss 
on both sides. The San Salvador 
troops lost a Gatling gun and one field 

lece. The Gautemalan forces suf- 

ered more severely, losing two stand- 
ards and over five hundred men. 

The defeat of the Salvadoreans was 
apparently only a ruse on their part, 
for in two hours they returned with 
reinforcements and forced the Guate- 
malans to beat a hasty retreat, after 
inflicting upon them severe injury. 

The Guatemalans lost many men, 
arms and ammunition. 


The Salvador troops are now en- 


camped on Guatemalan soil near the 
road leading from San Salvador to 
Guatemala’s capital. 

NICARAGUA JOINS SALVADOR. 

Nicaragua has sent an offer of as- 
sistance in money and troops to San 
Salvador and the offer has been ac- 
cepted. The attempt of these coun- 
tries to subdue Guatemala will prob- 
ably lead to a long and bloody war. 

BLAINE AND THE COLIMA AFFAIR. 

WASHINGTON, July 25.—The -Secre- 
tary of State has called upon the 
United States Minister at Guatemala 
for a report in regard to the alleged de- 
tention of the steamship Colima at a 
Guatemalan port, and the seizure of 
arms and ammunition which formed a 
part of her cargo. 

City or Mexico, July 25.—Dis- 
patches from Guatemala say the Pa- 
cific Mail steamers will receive a sub- 
sidy from the Guatemalan government, 
which gives the Guatemalan author 
ties certain rights while vessels are in 
Guatemalan waters. Among these is 
the right of search for contraband 
goods, among which count arms for 
nations at war with Guatemala. 

HOW WAR MAY AFFECT THE CANAL. 

New York, July 25.—Dr. Wilfred 
Nelson, a traveler and scientist, who 
spent many years in Central Ameri- 
can provinces, and who has just re- 
turned from that country on his way 
to Europe, was seen and questioned 
concerning the reported outbreak be- 
tween Guatemala and San Salvador: 

Back 
of the whole question there is one 
of great interest to Americans, 
the outlook for the Nicaragua 
Canal and the effect upon that enter- 
prise resulting from ‘war.

Commit Suicide. 


WHAT THE MEN SAY ABOUT IT. 


Shot Themselves in the Head Be- 
cause a Brush Fire Got Beyond 
Their Control— A Very 
Peculiar Case. 


One of the most singular attempts at 
suicide on record came to light yester- 
day afternoon when No. 19, from San 
Francisco, reached the Wolfskill depot 
at 2:55 and Constable H. Sievert of New- 
hall jumped from the train, closely fol- 
lowed by two of the most wretched 
looking individuals that man ever 
looked on. Toa Times reporter, who 
happened to be on the spot, the Con- 
stable related the following story: 

SIEVERT’S STORY. 

„Last night at 120’clock I was called 
up by aneighbor, who stated that he 
had found two men in a dying con- 
dition in a little cafion near Newhall. 
He said they had both been shot in the 
head and seemed to be dying. 
dressed and hurried to the spot, where 
lfound Louis and Philip Audigiet, 
two brothers, on the ground under a 
tree. 

soon discovered that the men were 
not dead, although both of them bad 
ugly looking bullet holes in their heads. 
I found that Louis could talk quite 
plainly so I asked him what it meant, 
and if he could tell me who had shot 
him. I took his statement down and 
it is about like this: 

WHAT THE MAN SAID. 

„My brother Philip and I came here 
a few months ago and took up a quar- 
ter section ofland. We built a brush 
house and have lived there ever since. 
We are trying to improve the place, 
and up to last Tuesday we hoped to 
make for ourselves a nice little home, 
but luck is against us, and I want you 
to write to my brother in France and 
tell him how we died. Last Tuesday 
evening a fire broke out in the brush 
near our place and we thought we were 
going to lose our little cottage, so we 
started another little fire in front of 
our home and made it burn toward the 
fire that was coming to devour us. That 
was early Wednesday morning, and 
for a little while it looked as if we 
were all right, but our little fire got 
away from us aud joined the big fire, 
and before we knew what was u 
whole country was on fire, and I saw 
at a glance that our neighbors were to 
be burned out. I knew right off that 
my brother and I were in great dan- 
ger,for I have been told by lawyers 
that if a man lets a grass or brush fire 
get away from him and burn up bis 
neighbor’s property, he will be sent to 
State’s Prison for a long term of years. 
As soon as this idea came in my head 
I told my brother what great danger 
we were in, and asked him what we 
must do to save our honor. We talked 
for a long time, and shed many 
tears when we realized that an Ameri- 
can jail would probably hold us for 
life. Finally we said we would die 
like men. So we went to the house to 
muke ready for the solemn act, for we 
had decided to take our own lives. We 
hardly knew how to do it, for there 
was no poison on the place and the 
only thing we had was our little pistol 


ble action.) We put our watches 
all the money we had in the ho 
about $20, in a tin can which we 7 
in the creek so that the fire could not 
destroy it. After we had made 
va!uables safe we brought our pistol to 
this tree and made ourselves ag com- 
fortable as possible on the grass/ Then 
Philip took the pistol and placed 
the muzzle in his right ear. saw 
that it was all right, and then closed 
my eyes and prayed for his soul until 
the pistol exploded, when I opened m 
eyes and looked at my brother. He 
had fallen on his back, and blood was 
running trom his ear, so I thought he 
had made a good job. He raised his 
right hand and passed the pistol over 
tome. I said good-by, and put the 
pistol to my ear just as my brother 
did. I pulled the trigger and heard 
the pistol explode, but I felt no pain, 
so I shot again. Once more the bullet 
did not hurt me, so I shot a third time 
and thought I had made a good job of 
it. I thought we were both dead, dnd 
I don’t remember mucb until you and 
your friends came for me.”’ 
CONSTABLE SIEVERT 
said at this point that he could get no 
further information until after the 
doctor had dressed their wounds, when 
Louis, in answer to questions, stated 
that he and his brother fired the shots 


| Wednesday morning at 10 o’clock, and 


no one came near them until Thursday 
evening. They had nothing to eat or 
drink, and it is not known how they 
managed to live. 
not know at first what tu do with the 
men, but he finally decided to bring 
them to this city and place them in the 
County Hospital. 

Soon after the train reached this 
city Constable Sievert secured permits 
to place his men in the County Hospi- 
tal and they were taken out there, and 
were resting easily last night. 

THREE BULLETS IN HISHEAD. 

A careful examination of the wounds 
shows that Philip is in no danger, 
while his brother’s wounds are quite 
serious and his chances for recovery 
are very slim. All three of the bullets 
entered his head from the right ear, 
and it is singular that he has lived so 
long with so much lead in his head. 

Both men are single. Louis is about 
35 years of age and Philip is 30. Both 
of them have served in the French 
army and claim to belong to a good 
family. They are educated, and 
it is singular that ther should have 
attempted to take their lives simply 
because a brush fire got away from 
them. 

They have turned over their prop- 
erty to Constable Sievert. and want

AN OR DINANCE THAT Is LOADED. 


Weekly Meeting of the Board 
Public Works—Re ida 
tions Adopted—The dar- 
bage Contract.

The Council, at the meeting. two 
‘weeks ago, passed an omnibus ordi- 
nance to the effect “that all alleys, 
streets, parks and places which have 
beén dedicated, or which have been 


the city uf Los Angeles, be, and the 
same are hereby, accepted as public 
streets, alleys, parks and places.’ 

It is a well-known fact that many 
important streets have never been for- 
mally dedicated and accepted by the 
city as such, and the ordinance was 
designed to cover all such cases. The 
sweeping character of the ordinance, 
however, caused a great deal of com- 
ment at the time, and it was so loosely 
drawn that it was urged that it might 
leave a way open by which real-estate 
jobs could be foisted on the city.. 

Mayor Hazard seems to be of the 
game Opinion, as the following veto 
— has been filed with the City 

erk: 


To-the Honorable Council of the city of 
Los Angeles: Lreturn herewith without 
my approval “an ordinance accepting 
streets, alleys and parks of Los Angeles.“ 

1 think the best plan is not to accept any 
perk or street until we kuow the terms on 
which it is dedicated and the conditions 
surrounding it. It may not be for the pub- 
lic interest to accept every street or park 
that is offered to be dedicated for such pur- 
poses, as provided by this ordinance, be- 
cause there are certain obligations resting 
on the municipality regarding the main- 
tenance of our parks and streets, and 1 don’t 
think it advisable to thus in advance of any 
dedication and in the dark publicly an- 
nounce that any one may dedicate a piece 
of land for a street or park, and it thereupon 

comes such without further action on the 
part of the city, carrying with it a cor- 
responding obligation’ on our part to take 
care of it. 

To illustrate: A short time ago a piece of 
land was offered to the city fora park. It 
consisted of a triangular piece of land at 
the intersection of three streets, containing 

ess than one-nineteenth (1-19) of an acre, 
and estimating to the center of the streets 
bounding the triangle, was a street pny 
ed park, 
the improvement of which would have been 
saddled on the city, not to mention the cost 
of improving this park and maintaining it 
subsequently. In many parts of the city 
unnecessary streets are laid out without any 
regard to the topography of the surrounding 
country or their necessary connection with 
other streets, und without any consideration 
for drainage, which has of late resulted in 
90 much trouble and inconvenience to our 
people, and to accept all these streets with- 
out question would hardly be justified after 
our experience in that behalf. 

This ordinance isloaded. Let every park 
or street scheme be presented on its merits 
before action is taken on it. Respectfully,

_ The Mayor has also vetoed the ordi-

PUBLIC WORKS. 


Weekly Meeting of the 
Board Yesterday. 


The Board of Public Works met in 
regular weekly session yesterday morn- 
ing, when the following recommenda- 
tions were adopted for submission to 
the Council Monday: 


The board recommended that the City En- 
qlneer present an ordinance of inten- 
jon to grade, gravel and curb with 
redwood curb, under specification No.

the board recommends that the City En- 
gineer present an ordinance of intention to 
establish grade on Sixth street between 
Main and Alameda streets. 

On petition of M. McGreal to establish 
rade of First street from Booth street to 
the west city limits on a grade of 1 in 25, 
the board recommends that the same be re- 
ferred to the City Engineer for investiga- 
tion, and report. 

The board recognizes the necessity of a 
Detter system for keeping clean the streets 
in the business portion of the city, and are 
only waiting for the Superintendent of 
Streets to repair all defective places in gut- 
ters, etc., of bituminous-rock streets, which 
was ordered two weeks ago when, together

THE GARBAGE CONTRACT. 


Complainte About the Defective 
Service. 

Of late there has been considerable 
complaint about the garbage service. 
It is also alleged that D. F. Donegan, 
the contractor, has fafled to carry out 
his contract, and that it should be de- 
clared forfeited. It will be remem- 
bered that Mr. Donegan secured the 
contract to care for the garbage of the 
city for two years at the rate of $17,500 
per year, payabie monthly. and that he 
agreed to erect a crematory within 
ninety days and dispose of the garbage 
by burning the same. This has not 
been done, for the reason that Mr. 
Donegan was enjoined from erecting 
the crematory in the place where he 
proposed to erect it by the property- 
owners, but be has nevertheless been 
paid the full amount called for by his 
contract every month by the Council 
without question. 

In order to find out just how the 
matter stood, a Trmes reporter yester- 
day called on Clerk Teed. Mr. Teed 
said that Donegan’s contract called for 
the erection ot a crematory in ninety 
days, but that he had been enjoined. 
and, for thisreason, the Council had 
given him an extension of time. He 
understood that Donegan had said that 
his crematory was on the way. He 
could not say whether the contract 
could be forfeited or not. He could say 
that Donegan had been paid his monthly 
allowance of about fourteen hun- 
dred and forty dollars ever since the 
contract had been signed. Asto the 
service, he knew nothing about that. 
The whole matter is in the hands of the 
Board of Health, and he presumeé that 
any complaints addressed to that body 
would receive proper attention. This 
Mr. Teed said, is about the status of 
the case at present.

Udell’s Bail Reduced by Judge 
McKinley. 


THE ABBOTT -DORSEY FIGHT. 


— — 


Court—Lawyer Grant Belabored 
with a Parasol by an 
Angry Woman. 


Alva Udell, the man who gave him- 
self up on a charge of bigamy, created 
a diversion in Judge McKinley’s court 
yesterday by habeas corpus proceed- 
ings to reduce his $3000 bail. The hear- 
ing was hadin the afternoon and was 
conducted on the part of the petitioner 
by himself. 

He claimed that he had been charged 
excessive bail by Justice Savage, be- 
fore whom he was brought, on the 
ground that he had surrendered himself 
and was not seeking to evade arrest. 

The formal proof of his delivering 
himself up was made by Justice Sav- 
age, J. H. Mallette, his clerk, and 
Constable Clement. 

Udell had himself sworn, and stated 
that it had been iu testimony that he 
was arrested in Sacramento. He fol- 
lowed this up by saying that he was 
released under habeas corpus proceed- 
ings, but instead of running away had 
come right to Los Angeles. He said 
he sounded public opinion and found 
itso much against him by prejudiced 
newspaper reports that he regarded the 
whole scheme as one to railroad him 
into the penitentiary. Fired by the 
ambition, laudable or otherwise, to 
escape such a dire result he skipped“ 
to Canada, He then went to Wash- 
ington City. Ashesaid, he oselllated“ 
between there and the Territories for 
some time, and finally located in Wash- 
ington City. There came a time when 
he thought he would go West, and he 
went, first to San Francisco, then to 
— ngeles, where he delivered him - 
self up. 

On cross-examination Mr. Udell said 
he saw his wife in San Francisco be- 
fore coming to Los Angeles. 

Col. G. Wiley Wells took the stand 
and said the old warrant for Udell 
issued nearly two years ago is now in 
the Governor’s office, where it was 
left with the expectation of finding 
the defendant and getting out requisi- 
tion papers against him. He had 
learned that Udell was in Nevada 
once by correspondence with Mrs. 
Emma Udell, wife No. 3, but the bird 
had flown when they got out the re- 
quisition papers. 

He said he had been employed by 
Mrs. Mattie Udell, wife No. 3. to 
assist in the defense of the suit he 
brought against her on the claim that 
she was never married to him the sec- 
ond time. He had continued the 
search for Udell after he ran away 
and heard from Mrs. Mattie Udell 
July 3d that he was coming back to 
Los Angeles. 

Judge McKinley said that he thought, 
under the circumstances, the defend- 
ant having voluntarily given himself 
up, that the bail was too high, and fe 
duced it from 83000 to $1500. 1 

In the afternoon Udell brought $1600 
in coin to Justice Savage’s . ;

tice Savage yesterday on the charge of 
assaulting John Abbott, of notorious 
reputation, with intent to commit mur- 
der.

The tree, while neither very robust 
nor full of nuts, is growing along 
and does not look worse than could be 
expected from the neglect with which 
it — had to contend. Its progress in 
future will be watched with interest. 


The English wainut tree will stand 


most any vicissitudes, excepting stand- 
ing water at the roots and poor or 
shallow ground. The writer has seen 
trees taken up in Carpenteria Valley, 
Santa Barbara county, which were 
from twelve to fifteen yoars old, the 
branches and roots of which were 
sawed off to stubs.

A Bill to Ran — Use of the 
als. 

WASHINGTON, July 25.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The House Postoffice 
Committee has agreed upon a substi- 
tute bill in lieu of anumber of pending 
bills adverse to lotteries and has or- 
dered it reported to the House. It 
prohibits letters, circulars and tickets, 
lists of drawings, money or drafts for 
the purchase of lottery tickets, or news- 
papers containing lottery advertise- 
ments or drawings, from being carried 
in the mails or delivered by carriers, 
and a penalty of a fine not exceeding 
$5000 and imprisonment not exceeding 
one year is imposed upon any person 
depositing such matter in the mails. 

he Postmaster-General will also be 
authorized, upon evidence of the exist- 
ence of a lottery or gift enterprise, to 
cause registered letters directed to the 
company to be stamped fraudulent“ 
and returned to the senders, and he 
may also forbid the payment of mone 
orders addressed tothe lottery or gift 
enterprise company. 


To Overthrow a Combine. 

WASHINGTON, July 25.—Senator Call 
introduced a resolution today instruct- 
ing the Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce to prepare a bill to compel ele- 
vator proprietors to accept grain for 
storage at reasonable rates. It is di- 
rected chiefly against a combination of 
elevator proprietors on the Northern 
Pacific, who threaten to refuse grain 
and compel farmers to sell at once.

WASHINGTON, July 25.—Patents 
have been issued to the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company, under direction of 
the Secretary of the Interior, amount- 
ing to 486,672 acres.

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Pomona, July 20.—[To the Editor of 


Tix Times.) It really seems as if} 


Pomona is about entering upon an era 
of genuine prosperity. During the ex- 
citing times of the **boom’”’ of 1887 and 
1888 money was more plentiful and 
business more lively, but it was fever- 
ish and uncertain. If we dia not say 
it, we all asked ourselves, Hor long 
will this last?“ or “What is to be the 
end?” The end came suddealy, 
and a few were stranded. Many 
more were crippled and have 
bad to struggle along to et 
gee = due on land purchased at 

m prices, or have been obliged to 
allow the title of lands partially paid 
for to return to the original owner 
and lose the payments made. 

For the past six months there has 
been a healthy businessin real estate. 
The sales have not been to speculators, 
but to those who intend to improve 
the land, build homes and make the 
soil produce something which product 
is to be sent out of the country and bring 
coin back. For years this place has ex- 
isted on money exported from the 
Eastern States. We had nothing to 
sell and everything to buy, and had to 
borrow money to live on. Now a 
change is taking place. During the 

ast eight years many thousands of 
ruit trees have been planted—or- 
anges, lemons, olives, prunes, apricots, 

exches, plums, figs, and many others.“ 
Ve have had income since 
the first of Junuary. We received be- 
fore the first of March nearly 
fifty thousand dollars for or- 
anges. Then commenced small re- 
ceipts for strawberries, which 
in the aggregate must have amounted 
to nearly ten thousand dollars. Then 
came raspbefries and blackberries. 
‘Lhey did not make a large income, but 
added something. Then came the apri- 
cot harvest, which is now about over. 
There were fully one thousand tons, 
and the average price was $25 per ton, 
or $25,000. Most. of the fruit was 
bought by Cook & Langley, and nearly 
all of it was dried here. This gave 
employment to nearly every persou in 
the valley in one way or another, and 


tue money spent for the labor was sent 


into Pomona and paid to our people. 

Cook & Langley have pa: out nearly 
$8000 for labor already. Tomor- 
row tbe peach harvest will begin. The 
crop is large and will, be expensive to 
handle, as it is the intention to can 
the most of it. Probably $20,000 will 
be expended in handling the peach 
crop and paying for the fruit. Then 
come 
These fruits will certatnly produce 
$40,000, but it will be impossible to tell 
bow much until the prunes are dried 
in September, After the prunes come 
the olives. I have heard no estimate 
of the value of this crop, but put it at 
$6000. I have failed to countin the 
fig crop, but it will surely be nearly 
ten thousand dollara, making 8 
one hundred and sixty thousand dol- 
lars income for the year 1890 for fruits 
alone. 

It may seem an extravagant amount 
to place the value of figs at $10,000, 
but Lafayette Rhorer contracted his 
crop from ten acres yesterday to Barn- 
ard & Benedict of Los Angeles at $50 

per ton, and Mr. Barnard estimates 
the crop at eighty tons on the ten 
‘mores. 
“The prune crop is very large. Many 
‘orchars are just coming into bearing 
and a close estimate cannot be made, 
besides some sold at $30 per ton, some 
$35 and some 840. The demand for

acaville 9 cents per pound is offered 
for the dried fruit, and sacks fur- 


It is a mystery to me why the fruit- 
growers of Loùh Angeles county cannot, 
or do not, obtaik the same prices for 


their fruit that is obtained in the cen- 


tral portion of the State. Anywhere 
within 100 miles of San Francisco $30 per 
ton is paid for peaches and apricots, 
and fifty to sixty dollars per ton for 

runes. When the fruit-raisers com- 

ine they will be able to dictate the 
price iustead of being forced to re- 
eeive whatever may be offered. 

It begins tolook at last as if wo would 
soon have a beet-sugar factory at 
Chino. Experiments have been made 
for the past year by R. Gird and others. 
Beets were planted nearly every mouth 
in the year and tested at all stages of 
their growth. The .esults bave al- 
ways been very satisfactory.
